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VALUE OF REVACCINATION. 


TtTOTWITHSTANDING the fact that the most 
*^i persistently aggressive anti-vaccination pro- 
paganda has its center in London, the smallpox sta 
tistics of that city continue to present the most con- 
vincing proofs of the efficacy of vaccination as 
preventative against this disease. 


Fully 99 per cent of intelligent humanity, how- 


ever, is satisfied with the proofs on the side of vac- 
cination. 
No furtner demonstrations of its preven- 


tive potency are required in this oountry. 
The 


feature of the London statistics that is of special in- 
terest at this time are the evidences of the value of 
revaccination afforded by the cases treated in the 
London hospitals, the results of which are covered 
in the reports of the metropolitan asylum boards. 


The report shows that 760 vaccinated person 


admitted to the hospital had a fatality of 14 per 
cent and that tue fatality among unvaccinated per- 
sons was 60 per cent. The London Lancet howev- 
er calls attention to the fact—highly discreditable 
to the sanitary authorities—that during the year no 
fewer than 21 persons were admitted into the hos 
pitals who were employed In the work of disinfec- 
tion who had not been vaccinated since infancy 
The Lancet remarks that the inability of the sani 
tary authoaities to take care of their own servants 
"will not impress the public with a sense of their 
fitness for this duty." 


According to The Lancet the records of the asy- 


lum boards show that between the years 1884 anc 
1900, inclusive, 17,900 cases of smallpox were re- 
ceived into their hospitals and that 2,198 persons 
were employed therein. Of these employes 17 con- 
tracted smallpox, of whom 13 were not revaccinate(3 
until after they had joined the hospital ships, while 
four were workmen who escaped medical observa- 
tion. A concluding paragraph in the report of the 
asylum board states that out of 14,800 cases pf small- 
pox received into ttie hospital, only four well 
authenticated cases were treated in which revac- 
cination had been properly performed. 


These evidences of the value of revaccination 


are of special interest in this country at this time, 
when the sanitary authorities are called upon to 
take measures for checking the spread of the epi 
demic in various cities and towns.

Representative Newlands of Nevada, 


the Ways and Means Committee, 


was the author of the resolution- 


annexing Hawaii, today introduced a 
joint resolution Inviting the republic 
of Cuba to become a part of the United 
States, first as a territory and then 
as a State of the Unlbn, to be called 
the State of Cuba: and also authoriz- 
ing 25 per cent reduction of duty on 
the present crop of Cuban susar, in 
considnation of Cuba's granting pref- 
erential rates to the United States 
The resolution confines the 25 per cent 
reduction of duties to the period prior 
to January 1, 1903. The provision an 
to annexation Is aa follows: 


"That in the meantime the republic 


of Cuba is invited to become a part of 
the United States of America and her 
people to become citizens of the United 
States, with the assurance that Cuba 
will be entitled first to a territoria 
form of government under the const! 
tution and laws of the United States 
•nith a delegate in Congress to repre 
sent her 
people, and that ultlmat 


statehood will be granted, when, in th 
judgment of Congress, it is advisabl 
to admit Cuba, including such othe 
West Indian Islands belonging to th 
United States as may be deemed ad 
visable. as a single State In the Union 
to be called the State of Cuba."
